With Interested Observers 


EFFORT TO CHANGE RULES 


MEAN ACTS OF SOLDIERS 


In 'Return For 
Hospitality 


Shown at Washington 


A MIXUP WITH THE POLICE 


Precipitates a Debate Which Even 


bticfclera For Orderly Course of Pro- 
cedure Did Not Attempt to Check- 
Roosevelt Unfamiliar With Forms 


Washington, March C.—Interest in the 


proceedings in the senate yesterday 
was little less than intense. 
The ses- 


sion was practically the first of the 
Fifty-seventh congress, that of Monday 
being brief and routine in character. 
An immense throng crowded the gal 
leriee, all anxious to witness the pro- 
ceedings, 
Tife President 
Itoosfveli 


was the particular magnet which at 
tracted the crowds to the galleries, al 
though the desire to see the opening ex 
ercises of the new seudte was also a 
special attraction, particularly to the 
visitors from out of the city. 


Quite unexpectedly a lively debatt 


was precipitated. 
Mr. Platt of Con- 


necticut offered an amendment to the 
rules to limit debate in the senate. Sev 
eral senators expressed their views iu 
no uncertain terms. Senators Welling 
ton of Maryland and Bacon of Georgia 
denounced the effort to change the rules 
as unseemly, the former challenging 
the right of the senate to consider the 
proposition at this session. 


The floral pieces presented to the va- 


rious senators were not many, but wert 
beautiful in design. 
As the hands ot 


the clock opposite to the 
president's 


desk indicated the hour of noon. Vice 
President Itoosevelt stepped 
briskly 


f I'om the lobby to his desk. Recognized 
instantly by the assembled crowds, he 
was greeted with, a "wave of applause. 
The venerable 
blind chaplain 
pro- 


nounced a brief, but feelicg invocation. 
As the vice president ascended to hia 
desk another great wave of applause 
swept over the galleries. Then with a 
single sharp rap of the gavel he called 
the senate to order. 


The amiability with wbicli the oldei 


senators, including some. who are stick- 
lers for an orderly course of procedure, 
I/ermitted a debate te> go on wholly ou< 
of order ou the closure resolution, is a 
sufficient indication that tbe mle will 
not be adopted. 
If these senators bad 


felt that there was the slightest real 
danger of a ctoswre rule, they would j 
have cut off -its discussion till the- time, 
when, tinder the rules, it would have 
been in ordei!, so as. to husband all the 
ammunition on both sides till it could 
b,e used as a means of talking the resolu- 
tion to death. 


The resolution, however, will go tho 


way of all its predecessors. 
If il can- 


not be got rid of in any other way, it 
will be killed by the vei«t long-talk pro- 
cess, against which it is itself aimed 
The_yice president is understood to fa 
vor it. 


Mr. Roosevelt, by the bye, in his first 


hour's experience as a presiding officei 
showed tls.it he had been led astray by 
the general assumption that the senate 
transacts all its business by unanimous 
consent. 
When Mr. Hoar moved an 


executive session. Mr. Hoostvelt said: . 


"The senator from 
Massachusett" 


moves that the senate now proceed to 
the consideration of executive business. 
If there is no objection it will be so or- 
dered."

Given to NaturaliMd Citizen* Who 


With to Return <4> Native Land 
Washington, March 6.— In order to 


reduce tb.« chances qf naturalized cit- 
izens Involving themselves in returning 
to their native land, the state depart- 
toent has prepared a series of circulars 
telling naturalised citizens exactly what 
they may expect If they attempt to re- 
turn to their former homes. 
The cir- 


cular is different in the case of each 
European country Which has shown a 
disposition to hold its citizens to ac- 
count when tuey emigrate to the United 
States and become naturalized. 


The Russian circular, which is a fail 


sample of the general' outline of each, 
notifies the recipient that, under the 
Russian law, if lie returns to Russia 
after having become a naturalized cit- 
izen of another country without im- 
perial- consent, he i" liable to deporta- 
tion to Siberia, the loss of all civil 
rights an d perpetual banishment. Even 
if he left Russia In infancy he is liable 
to this punishment upon his return, un- 
less he obtains the emperor's consent to 
Lis expatriation upon attaining the, age 
of 21 year*. 


Russians are liable to military ser- 


vice between the ages of 21 and 43 
years, and no Russian above 15 years 
of age c^n ask permission to expatriate 
himself unless he has acquitted his mili- 
tary obligations. 
Russian Jews from 


America are not allowed to enter Rus- 
sia without special permission, and the 
state department cannot act as inter- 
mediary in obtaining this. 
There is 


no treaty betweea the United States 
and Russia defining the status of Amer- 
ican citizens of Russian birth upon their 
return- to Rtissja. v

WHAT FILIPINOS EAT ; TRAVELLERS' GUIDE —W^BS CARDS 


ONE FAVORITE DISH OF THE NATIVES 


IS GRASSHOPPER PIE. 


It !• a Wonderful DUh, Prepared IB 


bccb M Way That the lufee«t» Pre-

Your corr««i»ondent having had tho 


privilege of investigating the kinds of 
food eaten by the native people of th« 
Philippine Islands some interesting infor- 
matim) may be given concerning the way 
in which the Filipino makes up a good 
i 


dinner at low cost. Probably the most j 
common article of food, that would not { 
be desiied by Ameiicans or others than ! 
the Filipinos, is the grasshopper. 
In 


these islands tbe grasshoppers not only 
grow in great numbers, but tne size of 
the insect is large. There are those who 
make a business of catching the grass- 
hopper during the best season for them, 
which is in May, June, Julj and later. 


There are several methods used by the 


natives for catching grasshoppers. The 
most effective is the net. This is a large 
butterfly net, arranged with netting plac- 
ed over a hoop, and to the latter is fixed 
a long handle. The native takes this 
handle and witb the mouth of the net to- 
ward the grasshoppers he rushes forth, 
bagging considerable numbers at each 
run. 
The grasshoppers always go in 


swarms, except the advance guard and 
the stragglers, and if anything occurs to 
disturb their flight they get confused and 
tumble into bag* readily or fall into the 
open mouths of nets. They fly so closely 
that they cannot well escape, as when 
they turn slightly out of their course they 
come into contact with other grasshop- 
pers next to them. 
Grasshopper catching Is 'a profitable 


business in the Philippines. Grasshop- 
pers sell at $2 per sack, gold, In the 
larger cities of the islands, where tbe peo- 
ple do not hare a chance to get at the in- 
sects in the field. The sacks of the is- 
lands hold about a bushel. The grass- 
hopper is a regular article In the markets 
for the entire year, as, after drying out, 
tbe hopper can be kept indefinitely. 
It 


is in the operation of drying that the 
grasshopper is made eatable. I never 
saw a native eat a green grasshopper, 
but I have seen them eat the dried ones 
by the pocketful on the street or in com- 
pany at entertainments and by the dish- 
ful at the table at their homes. Your 
correspondent has tried the prepared 
grasshopper and bas experienced no seri- 
ous results. 
The hopper is first so thoroughly dried 


out in the heat of the sun or in the bake- 
oven that there is nothing left that is 
really objectionable, and a nice, crispy 
article of food results. This tastes sweet 
of itself and something like ginger snaps. 
The natives usually sweeten the grass- 
boppers more by using a sprinkling of 
brown sugar. Then the confectioners 
make up grasshoppers witb sugar, choco- 
late trimmings and colored candies in 
such a way that a very nice tasting piece 
•f confectionery is obtained. 
Tbe housewife of tbe Philippines takes 


considerable delight in placing before 
you a nice grasshopper pie or cake. The 
grasshopper pie is the most wonderful 
dish, as tbe bit boppers are prepared in 
such a way that they do not lose their 
form or any of their parts. 


Another article of food which Is rel- 


ished by the natives is procured by col- 
lecting large quantities of moths from 
the rocks of the mountainous regions. IB 
several spots in the mountains hi Panay 
and other Islands of tbe southern portion 
of the Philippine group I saw moths ex- 
isting so thickly in the rocky tissues that 
they could be scraped off into buckets by 
the quart. The moths seemed to mass in 
the crevices and there bang. One could 
get a barrel of the-moths In a very fahort 
while. 
The natives have not failed £o investi- 


gate the worth of the moth as an article 
of food. Their mod* of catching consists 
in going to the hills in parties of a dozen 
or more with the proper bags and articles 
for collecting the moths. The scraping 
process is used in some sections of the 
islands, while in Negros isle I noticed 
that they adopted s different scheme. 
Here they spread a bamboo net on the 
ground beneath an overhanging colony of 
the moths and then proceeded to disturb 
the insects with thf point of a spear or 
piece of bamboo. The little insects lose 
their hold and drop to the mat. They 
are slew of action, and before they can 
crawl away tbe game is bagged. 
' 


The dainty natives will not eat the 


wings or the heads ef the little moths, 
aad so they now take rlsps to remove 
these objectionable parts. This operation 
consists in creating heat to such an ex- ; 
tent that tbe tissues In the heads and 
wings beeenae baked and crumble off. 


Often the moths ia their present stage 


«f preparation are eaten with some sugar 
or with other articles of food. 
Again, 


the moths are used in conjunction with 
other mixes of food in the form of pud- 
ding and prepared dishes. The cocoanut 
is liberally used in mixtures with the 
moth and cocoanut cake and pie, and 
moth fillings are common. 


The horrible bat of tbe islands, which 


here grows In many cases to the size of 
tho American chicken hawk, is also eaten 
In somfr sections of the Philippines. Tbe 
best classes of natives, bowever, do not 
eat tbe bats. Tbe mode of catching the 
bsts is peculiar. The cities, towns and 
barrios ef all of the islands of the Philip- 
pine group ai» quite overrun with bats, 
which fly through the streets at night in 
large numbers. They fly slowly and seem 
incapable of dodgiag articles in their 
path. Therefore the native takes a long 
pole, puts a sort of combination hooked 
arrangement at the top and takes posi- 
tion in a street, and with the pole held 
erect waits for bats to come along and 
bump into tb« booked portion. As the 
native sees a bat coning he plans to have 
tbe book in its path, and as be moves the 
pole, BO as to bring the book into contact 
witb the head of the bat, tbe Istter usual- 
ly strikes it with a bang and drops to the 
earth stunned, when the native proceeds 
to promptly put the but to death. After 
standing in this position for an hour or 
more tbe native has a little pile of bats 
•t his feet. These he takes te tbe market 
the next day and receives about 2 cents 
each for them. The bats are eaten only 
in small part. Tbe wings, head and, in 
fact, all but a small portion of* each side 
are thrown to waste.—Scientific Amer- 
ican.

If it 
can be shown that North Adams would 
materially gain! by municipal owner- 
ship there can be no valid objection to 
it* adoption. The spirit of the North 
Adams charter has been a fine are-. 
parmg agency for such a departure. It 
lias developed the idea of holding public 
officials to strict account after throw- 
Ing undivided responsibility upon them. 


But the question is econbtny. 'Let us

We thoroughly understand that half oil 
the stuff thus advertised does not meet 
the imagination! of nor perform the ser- 
vice for those who part with their 
money for the books and nostrums i*> 
this way put upon the market. But it 
is not all pure faking by any means. A 
lot of it seriously aims to be "attrac- 
tions to sin and protection from its- 
consequences," as Bishop Doane says. 
The "low demoralization of the cheap 
spectacular melodrama" is abundantly 
evil; the "degrading perversions on 
what IB^ called art" are mischievous in 
the extreme, "the sugar-coated poison" 
of so-called "love' stories" is vile, but 
the newspaper advertisements of "at- 
tractions to sin. and protection from its 
consequences" are the greatest of all 
the offenbes against innocence, purity 
and good morals.

Hail 
was granted a divorce from his wife 
several years ago and one Of the con- 
ditions was that she should receive 
alimony of Si a week and he has failed 
to comply with the mandate of the 
court, the am'ount due his wife being 
about $700. The defendant's attorney 
made a proposition to satisfy the judg- 
ment pending that Hall pay his wife 
$50 in cash and $2 a week. Lawyer 
E. H. Beer, who appeared-for the pe- 
titioner wouldn't consent to this plan 
and Justice Fox sentenced Hall to 30 
days in the house of correction. The 
court said that he would suspend sen- 
tence, if the attorneys could come to 
an agreement, but that being impos- 
sible the imposed he sentence for con 
tempt of court. Hall is- about 40 years 
old and is a peddler by trade. This 
case was heard in the local district 
court. 


The rest of the afternoon was taken

It 
is the suit of John S. Fuller, trustee- 
in the bankrupt estate of Charlss E.

The reading o3 this resolution caused 


some surprise, as few knew that it was 
to be presented. As will be seen, it 
calls simply for hearings on the Ques- 
tion for the purpose of learning the 
sentiment of the neople. Anv definite 
action would have to be begun through 
a new order presented later. 


Under the laws of the state, any city 


or town can vote to take gas add elec- 
tric light works on two votes either 
by a town or by a city council. These 
votes must be taken at intervals, and 
the price of the plant to be taken after 
it has been voted shall be fixed by ar- 
bitrators if the city or town and com- 
pany cannfot asree. 


Mr. Bonnar. \vho presented the resolu- 


tion, is deeply interested in mattfra 
concerning municipal government, and 
desires through this resolution' to se- 
cure an expression o3 opinion in North 
Adams. Whether any further action 
will follow will naturally depend on the 
attitude of the city towards the matter. 


Colonel F. S. Richardson, treasurer of 


the North Adams g-as company, was 
seen this mornirig in regard to the mat- 
ter. Colonel Richardson had not known 
that the resolution was to be presented 
to the council, but was naturally a 
much interested person I; the future of 
the matter. He said that the Ka.s com- 
pany was nfow giving li;rht at a lower 
cost than any company of similar size 
and using the same system of manu- 
facture. 
He was very ready to have 


the matter taken be-tore the state com- 
mission for a hearing on the prices 
Riven here. 


He-sa,id that if there was a nrosnect 


that the city would vote to take the 
manufacture of jras and electricity into 
its ownl hands, the compan;: might de- 
cide not to make the extensions which 
were planned and which are impera- 
tively needed to supply the demand. 


It is said that no cities in this state 


have municipal lighting plants, al- 
though a few of the towns have. 


The company is preparing to give the 


city a new rate on the street lights, fol- 
lowing the announcement of a 10 r»cr 
cent reduction to private 
cotisviniera. 


This was referred to last evening in the 
council meeting, and will probably b'e 
considerably lower than the present 
rate, which was fixed last year ff>r three 
years. The former agreement will be 
done away with br the new rate. 


The recent announcement by the 


North Adams gas company of a reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent in the price of gas 
and electricity didn't shut out a move 
for an investigation of gas prices in the 
citn which was started at last eve- 
ning's city council meeting. It had been 
rumored that a move would be made 
for an investigation as to prices, but 
an order that was introduced by Coun- 
cilman Bonnar goes a step further than 
this even, and asks for a hearing on the 
question ofl municipal ownership. 
The 


resolution presented to the council was 
as follows: 


"Whereas, the present price of sras 


and electric lighting in the city of North 
Adams is beyond the reach of the sreat 
majority of the people. 


"Be It resolved, that the committee 


i on rules and ordinances give public 
hearings to the people of North Adams 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
or no they favor municipal ownership 
ofl the same, 


"And 
be it resolved, that the clerk is 


hereby required to publicly announce 
this resolution by causing the same to 
be published in the local newspapers, 
giving the dates of said hearings." 


The resolutions were referred without 


debate to the committee on resolutions, 
and the discussion on the matter will 
come when the committee resorts at 
the April meeting. 


PLANS FOR NEW 
HOSE ROOMS 


How State Street Fire Department 


Headquarters Will be Changed 


Architect Barlow has prepared plans 


for the changes in the State street hose 
and truck house in accordance with 
the intention of the city officials if the 
appropriation for the purpose is passed 
as it was presented to the council. 
There is little doubt that it will pass, 
and the department will thus be en- 
abled to have the horses for tho ap- 
paratus in the same room with it. 


The plans call for the removal of the 


offices of the chief of the department 
and the work rooms of the water de- 
partment, which now occupy the south 
side of the building. The small stair- 
way leading1 from the police station al- 
ley to the court room above will also 
be removed. This will throw the en- 
tire first floor of the building: into one 
room. 


Five stalls will be placed in the rear 


of the room. The horses will be pro- 
vided for as they are in hose 2 rooms 
on Center street. There wi> be flve feet 
of space for each pair of horses to 
pass through in going to their places, 
while the fifth horse will have four feet 
of space between the aparatus and the 
wall. The hose wagon,, hook and lad- 
der and chief's wagon will be kept in 
the room, and the equipment will be 
equai to any. 


There will also be changes in the 


third floor, where the permanent men 
sleep. The present sleeping rooms of 
the men will be converted into store 
roonuf for feed for the horses, etc., 
while the large room that was used for 
band practice will be converted into 
sleeping rooms, There is also talk of 
putting in a sliding pole.for the fire- 
men to use in descending from 
the 


third to the second floor . 


When these changes are made, prac- 


tically the only thing in which the 
building will not be equal to a new 
building will be the fact that the men 
have to sleep on the third instead of 
the second floor.

Professor Byron Tyler, a Chicago ec- 


centric, aims a serious blow at the 
servant girl Industry by announcing 
that it is really unnecessary to cook 
food. The people of Chicago who take 
tip fads more out of regard for their 
novelty than because of their value are 
now going about devouring raw beef- 
eteak and chops and pretending to like 
them just for the sake of being "in the 
know." Professor Tyler eats raw meat 
In full view of enthusiastic crowds who 
believe in the new diet or think they 
do. 


A large number of raw food men de- 


clare that they feel much better for 
the new treatment. Doctors, however, 
are inclined to think that this, if it is 
true, can bo accounted for by the fact 
that nothing is so good for the human 
being as a change of any kind. It ia 
even intiaiated that if a citizen ate his 
dinner standing on his head it woulcl 
be beneficial to him because of the va- 
riety attached to it. But after awhile 
he would have to change again and 
absorb his table board in the usual 
way. 


Professor Tyler is preparing to start 


a restaurant In Chicago near the board 
of trade. He says that he selects that 
epot because it abounds with wild 
eyed, hysterical and dyspeptic men, 
who are runiing around frantically 
trying te get rich. Professor Tyler be- 
lieves that be can cure their dyspepsia 
and uervous excitability by feeding 
theta on raw meat. 


Part of the diet consists in an adher-. 


once to vegetarian principles. The Ty- 
lerites are hungry for things like cold 
elaw, celery, radishes, cheese, nuts, 
raisins and figs, wedging such" articles 
in among their raw meat. 


The professor lives chiefly oa what 


he calls "steak a la Tyler." This con- 
sists of meat chopped np -fine and mix- 
ed with minced celery and onions. It 
is not heated or allowed near the fire, 
but is devoured blood red and cold, 
with a ravenous relish. 


Tyler says that he was a physical 


wreck until the inspiration came to 
him to eat raw mutton. On this diet 
bis health speedily returned. Then he 
went out and captured Chicagoans and 
converted them to his views. Soon he 
had a lai-jfe congregation of raw food 
eaters. Some of them go into butcher 
shops, cut a hunk from a side of beef 
and eat it In the presence of the star- 
tled proprietor and the 
customers.

TO EXPLORE ALASKA, 


Important Facta May Be Gained by 


a Government Expedition. 


Much new ^ad valuable Information 


regar^ng Alaska may be obtained next 
summer fcy the government geological 
survey, for which congress has appro- 
priated $60,000. New mining districts 
may be discovered, as it Is reported on 
meager information that valuable min- 
eral deposits exist in western and north 
central Alaska, through which the sur- 
veying party will proceed. Much ter- 
ritory untrodden by white men will be 
covered, as the explorations will be ex- 
tended as far north as the Arctic ocean. 


The advance party will reach Berg- 


man about April 1. From Bergman 
an expedition will be sent out to the 
westward, carrying geological and ex- 
ploration work to some tributary of 
the Koyukuk river and thence to Kot- 
zebue sound. Another party will be as- 
signed to continue topographical map- 
ping and geological investigation ia the 
Copper river region. 


An arctic party will proceed up the 


Bilakaki river to the divide, where the 
head waters of streams flowing into the 
Arctic ocean are found. Selecting one 
of these streams, the party will work 
its way down to the ocean and then 
follow the coast westward and south- 
ward until it reaches Kotzebue sound, 
unless it is picked up before that point 
Is reached.

HOTEL jfeVS. 


Tfeey Are Carried OS bz GuMrta Wbo 


Forget to Giro Them Up. 


"Our key fitter is one of the moat impor- 


tant men on our »tnfi," eaid the manager 
of a large New Orleans hotel. "He :s 
kept busy every day of the year, and 
sometimes he is so roshed with work that 
be has to call ID an assistant. It is no 
exaggeration to say that he arerases 
from 25 to 30 keys a day." 


"But I would suppose," remarked a 


listener, "that even a big hotel would ac- 
quire a sufficiency of keya ia the course 
of time." 


"So it does," replied the man&ger, "if 


the public would only let it keep 'em; but 
it won't. It wonld astonish anybody not 
in the business to kmow hew Many jnests 
walk ot with their room keyg wken they 
leave the house. When the average man 
gets ready to depart, he f acks kis valise, 
locks his den- and then g**s direct t« the 
cashier's wicket to icttle his bill. When 
that formality U attended to, he is gener- 
ally in a rush to get to the depot and is 
quite apt to forget that he has omitted 
to return his key at the clerk's desk. 
That, at any rate, Is the way I account 
for so much absentmindedness on the 
subject. Tka clerk doesn't discover that 
the key is gone nntil the chambermaid 
applies for it to clean up the room, which 
is probably an hour or two after the 
guest has taken his departure. 
Then 


nothing remains but to cell in the key 
fitter and tell him to prepare a duplicate 
as quicldy as he can. 


"Formerly the hotels tried to gnard 


against this Innocent kleptomania," the 
manager went oa, "by having their keys 
made very large and cumbersome anil 
attaching them to enormous metal tags, 
the idea being to render it impossible to 
put them in one's pocket. To that end 
they were probably a success, bnt they 
were such an unmitigated nuisance other- 
wise, and guests complained so bitterly 
at the annoyance of handling them, that 
they were jjenerally discarded. You will 
still find the plaa popular in the country, 
however, and in small houses that have 
no locksmiths on the premises, and only 
a week or so ago I dropped into a quaint 
little establishment where the keys were 
attached to brass disks fully as large ns 
dessert plates and serrated at the edge 
like circular saws. 


"At present most of the big hotels use 


a modest metal check, stamped with their 
address acd a request to forward through 
the mails if accidentally carried off. All 
that is necessary is to attach a 3 cent 
stamp to the tag and drop the key in the 
nearest letter box. Incidentally I may 
say that about one man in 50 takes the 
trouble. Bnt. aside from the room keys 
carried away by guests, a vast number of 
all kinds disappear through the mysteri- 
ous channels to oblivion that exist in all 
large hotels. They vanish, and that's 
the end of it — keys to furniture, wardrobe 
keys, closet keys, bathroom keys, keys to 
the help's lockers, padlock keys from the 
outside storerooms, big coal bunker keys, 
gate keys and keys ol every imaginable 
size, shape oni style. 
They are contin- 


ually niiseCns and have to be- replaced. 
If a lost key turns up later, the daplieate 
is carefully ticketed and laid away in * 
drawer set aside for that purpose. But 
they seidom fora up. They have gone to 
the limbo of lost pins, last season's birds' 
nests and the soovrs of yesteryear."— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat.

There is little doubt but that many 


of the tOTmspeople who read of the civil 
suit brjjugl^t against this town by the 
selectmen! of the town of Cheshire, and 
reported in the Transcript at the time 
of the hearing-, will b« interested in the 
decision which was reserved by Re- 
Ihree Shaw of Boston, who heard the 
case and reserved adjudication. His 
decision has been rendered and was 
filed at the superior court in Pittsfield 
Tuesday and is let favor of this town. 
The suit was flor $500 damages, and was 
on a pauper account, the prosecution 
claiming that George Orcutt was a resi- 
dent of this town and had been sun- 
ported by Cheshire. 
' The cou-nsel for Cheshire was Crosby 
& Noxon of Pittsfleld, and Shaw & 
Aatringtbn represeijfsd this town. The 
local counsel rested the case on three 
main acconts, and one of which, they 
claimed, was enough to win for this 
town. In the first place the town of 
Cheshire 'had not filed its claim and 
brought action within! the required time, 
two «ears, and there was good law on 
this point. In the second place the pro- 
secution claimed that Mr. Orcutt had 
acquired a military settlement in this 
town by enlisting here during the Civil 
war. -^o this the local attorneys said 
that Mr. Orcutt at that time was a 
resident of Greylock arid that at the 
division (of the towns he would natur- 
ally belong to North Adams. In the 
third place Mr. Orcutt had owned and 
occupied real estate in the to-wn of Sa- 
voy tor three years without having paid 
his poll taxes and still having held a 
freehold continuously, which p-^ve him 
a nfew settlement and it still remains. 
The winning of the case is a credit to 
the town officials and to Sha.w & Har- 
rington and Cheshire may now look to 
Savoy for satisfaction though it is un- 
derstood that it is too late there also.

The aunual debate on the city appro- 


priations was held last evenjng- by the 
city council. A meeting that begun at 


7.45 
was ended only with the hour of 


10, and most of that time was spent in 
discussing the amount of money that 
the heads of departments shall be al- 
lowed to spend during the present year. 
There were a few other matters con- 
sidered, one of the chief items, 
the 


municipal ownership of gaa and elec- 
tricity, being reported elsewhere, but 
most of the energy was put into the 
financial question. 


And in spue of the amount of time 


consumed, there were comparatively 
few items that came in for real-debate. 
Out of the 36 separate appropriations, 
only eight were debated at all, and only 
two or three of these received consider- 
ation that was worthy the name of de- 
bate. The schools got the 
benefit of 


most of the time, the single item in 
regard to the appropriation of money 
for improvements at Mark Hopkins 
school occupying a large share of at- 
tention. This item, which as reported 
by the board of estimates called for 
$1500, was cut down to ^500 by a close 
vote after a long argument, in which 
Principal 
Murdock 
of the 
normal 


school and Chairman Sykes of the fi- 
nance committee were the leaders. 


Aside from this, there was not a 


change from the list as presented by 
the board of estimates, 
so that the 


tatal appropriations voted amounted to 
$417,233 33. 


The heads of departments were lined 


up in res-srved seats in front of the 
council, but only Commissioner Temple 
and Dr. M. M. Brown of the school 
committee were called on besides Prin- 
cipal Murdock. 


Committee of the Wliole 


After the preliminary business had 


been disposed of, the committee on fi- 
nance made its report through Chair- 
man Sykes. He said that the estimates 
of appropriations seemed wise in every 
instance, and could not be changed 
without hurting the departments af- 
fected, with the single exception of the 
item for the Mark 
Hopkins 
school, 


which the committee recommended be 
cut from $1500 to $500. In., explanantion 
of this, Mr. Sykes said that the com- 
mittee is not unmindful of the work 
that is being done at Mark Hopkins, 
but the committee believed that the 
changing of the seats, for which flOOO 
of the ?1500 was intended, should be 
deferred. 


On motion pf Councilman Amadon, 


the council then went into committee 
of the whole, 
for 
which 
President 


\Vhitc.ker called Councilman AmadOD 
to ths chair. 
Mr, "Whitaker then 


moved that the items be taken up sep- 
arately, which was carried. 


The items as published in the Tran- 


script at the time they were presented 
were then voted on without debate, 
with the exception referred to. The 
only matters on which there was any 
question raised were those of bridge 
. epairs, park expense, contingent fund, 
stieet lighting, schools, and board of 
health expenses. 


Tiie Grerlock Bridge* 


When tne item calling- for ?3000 for 


bridge repairs was reached, Mr .Whit- 
ney 
asked why, when three new 


bridges were being built, this item 
shoaid be increased over last year by 
$1000. Mayor.Wilkinson who was called 
on frequently a ndbre the brunt of all 
debate, replied that $100u was added to 
the normal amount on account of the 
Eagle street bridge. 
Money will be 


borrowed for this bridge ,but $1000 was 
added to the regular appropriation for 
the abutments. 


Mr. Mahoney 
of 
Blackinton then 


asked if there was any provision made 
for the two Greylock bridges. Comrms- 
sinoer Temple replied that repairs for 
the open bridge at Greylock had been 
included. 


Mr. Mahoney asked what was plan- 


ned for the old covered bridge, now 
used only as a footbridge, and a great 
inconvenience. He spoke of the fact 
that a church was located near the 
bridge, and that at funerals a long 
trip around was necessary on account 
of the closing of the old bridge, and re- 
ferred to it as a menace and a disgrace 
to the city. The one light in the bridge 
furnishes just light enough to allow it 
to be used as a place of carousal, and 
he thought it would pay the city to 
abolish it and build a new footbridge. 


Mayor Wilkinson replied that there 


were many conflicting opinions as to 
what should be done with the bridge. 
The Boston & Maine railroad was very 
anxious to do away with the grade 
crossing. 


To Abolish Grade Cro**iue 


The railroad is very anxious, said the 


mayor, to have the city put a %ot- 
bridge across the railroad tracks and 
river. In the present condition of the 
grade crossing it Is a death trap. The 
mayor said he believed that at an early 
day the council would receive a propo- 
sition from the Boston & Maine road 
to close the road and build a footbridge, 
the road to bear part of the expense. 
Mr. Mahoney asked if the state did not 
bear part of the expense of abolishing 
grade crossings, and the mayor replied 
that all this would be looked into. 


Soldier*' Relief 


Under the item of $700 for soldiers re- 


lief Mr. Amadon, chairman of the 
com- 


mittee which spends this money, ex- 
plained the work, and the growing1 need 
for this sort of aid. It was passed 
without aoy debate and with no dis- 
cussion beyond this. 


The Park and tb« People 


The Item of $500 for park expenses 


cal'ed for some discussion. Mr. Braman 
ahked why it wag aa large as last year, 
when the new stairs to Kemp park 
were built last year, ftie mayor re- 


plied that the plan was this year, to 
bi.ve a man employed during the sum- 
mer months to koep the buildings open. 
This plan was outlined In the Tran- 
script some time ago. 


Mr. Rice sugeated that if this was 


done, it be understood that the park 
and buildings belonged to all the peo- 
ple, and that no one be refused admit- 
tance to any of the buildings because 
some society or private party happened 
to be using them, as has been done. 


Commissioner Temple explained that 


now the buildings were opened only 
when there were parties who asked for 
the keys, but that the idea was to have 
them open for everybody during the 
summer months. 


ilil»i-ulluu»oii» aud (on A uai 


The annual question about t-»e differ- 


ence between the miscellaneous and 
contingent funds was asked 
by Mr. 


Bennett. Chairman Amadon answered 


j that it was once explained as a way 


of getting more money than they could 
otherwise. The mayor was called on 
and said that the contingent fund was 
to meet claims for damages which 
could not be foreseen, but Which the 
city might be ooiiged to pay as the re- 
sult of lawsuits or damage claims. 


Cost 01 Street LiitliUu<> 


The sum of $16,500 for atreet lighting 


brought out the question from Mr. 
Dennett as to how much was being 
paid for each light. Mayor Wilkinson 
had evidently been lying in wait for 
just this question, and replied with the 
statement that North Adams was get- 
ting the lights cheaper than any other 
city in the state except where water 
power was used, and gave the following 
figures of the cost per arc light per 
year to prove it: Chelsea $100; Fitch- 
burg, $120; Holyoke, $100; Leominster, 


$117; 
Northampton, $100; Somerville, 


$110; 
North Adams last year $91.25; 


North Adams this year $88.52. 


Mr. Mah'oney asked if the city would 


get the benefit of the 10 per cent re- 
duction 
recently 
announced. 
The 


mayor replied that he had been un- 
able to have an interview with Colonel' 
Kichardson during the last few days, 
but that a new rate oad been promised 


Mr. Whitney asked if the city got 


any rebate for lamps which, were not 
lighted, as many of them go out for a 
night at a time. Commissioner Tem- 
ple replied that the city got a rebate 
when it was kn'own that the lights 
were out. Someone suggested that it 
was up to Mr. Whitney to inform the 
city officials when he saw lights out in 
the future. 


Mr. Mahoney said he thought the city 


should begin to think of owning its own 
lighting system, and suggested that the 
old pumping station on Ashland street 
could be fitted up cheaply for an elec- 
tric lighting plant. The appropriation 
was then recommended. 


Tackling tUe Schools 


The next stopping place in running 


down the list of appropriations was the 
public 
scho'ois 
items. 
Mr. Dennett 


asked as a general questio-uonthewholu 
matter if the school committee was 
bound to use the money for the differ- 
ent items as indicated. 
Dr. M. M. 


Brown, chairman of the school com- 
mittee, replied that they were not, and 
that the accounts were sometimes in- 
terchanged. 
• On the item of( $20,800 for school ex- 
penses, Mr. Whitney ? wanted to know 
why this'was increased over last year, 
the answer was that the Blackinton 
and Freeman schools ha- oeen added, 
and that the business department of 
the high school was! also added. Mr. 
Whitney said he thought 
that 
the 


Freeman and Blackinton schools were 
reckoned into last year's figures, but 
this was not answered directly. 


Is There Partiality? 


Then came the item 
of 
$2500 for 


school house repairs. 
Mr. 
—uiey 


was on deck again with some m'ore 
questions. He asked if there was an 
apportionment 
of 
the sum allowed 


among the different buildings. 


"Each building is considered in mak- 


ing up the estimate," said Dr. Bfown. 


Mr. Whitney continued that in talk- 


ing with the superintendent of schools 
about a certain building about which 
there had been many complaints, he 
had been told that that school had re- 
ceived its pro rata of the whole amount 
allo-ned. If this was so, Mr. Whitney 
said, we are allowing far too much, be- 
cause scarcely anything had been done 
for that building. 


Mr. Laciam said he didn't believe in 


cutting down a bit on the schools, and 
so he moved that the item be accepted, 
which was done. 


!H«rk HcpXtns School 


The fight of the evening was then on 


tap. It was on the Mark Hopkins 
srhool matter. The item as presented 
from the board of estimates was $1500 
for 
"repairs 
and improvements at 


Mark Hopkins school." 
The finance 


committee recommended that this be 
cut down to $500, thus providing for 
electric lights in the old part of the 
building and repairs in the basment, 
without putting in new seats. 


Mr. Whitney asked what this was 


for, 
and Principal Murdock was1 called 


on, He delivered one of the strongest 
emotional appeals that the council has 
Us'i led to for a long time, and was 
emphatically opposed in all that he 
said by Chairman Sykes of the finance 
committee. It was for nearly an hour a 
fight of facts against sympathies and 
the facts won in the end, 


Mr. Murdock began by saying that in 


view of the action 'of the finance com- 
mittte what he had to say could hardly 
be of much effect. The school commit- 
tee, he said, has been unanimous in 
it;cuiiiiiiui;uiaa tne appi opi iJ-LIUJI abki-'U 
for on its merits, buc insisted that he 
father the request. He therefore did 
not speak for the school committee. 


The sum of $1000 was wanted to re- 


place 275 desks in the old part of the 
building which are not satisfactory. 
This need was seen four years ago, 
but nothing was done at that time, be- 
ru\ se the city had spent so much for 
thu normal school. Mr. Murdock thea 
spoke of the evil effects of using deski 
that are not adjustable to the size of 
the pupils and which fitted them. It 
is a o.uestion ot childien, not of furni- 
ture, he said. "I cannot live up to that 
which is right for me as a teacher and 
leader without coming to you next year 
for this if you do not grant t- now." 
He said the electric lighting was not so 
important as the seating, and urged the 
council to give $500 for the seats and 
reave out the lights if it could do n'oth- 
mg more. 


Mr. Syktes then countered with a stiff 


p- • p' rJtttm. 
He said that when the 


committee visited the school to look 
over the situation they found one room 
where there were adjustable seats, but 
that they had not been adjusted at all, 
so that they were as bad as any of 
those which Mr. Murdock wished to 


condemn. Mr. Sykes said the commit- 
tee had considered the matter in the 
light of the welfare of the children. He 
added that the same kind of desks 
which 
Mr. 
Murdock 
now 
wanted 


thrown out of the Mark Hopkins school 
had recently been put into the Bray- 
ton school, and the committee didn't 
believe it was necessary to appropi iat-; 
money for the sake of havingvthem all 
alike in the Mark Hopkins school. 


Mr. Murdock replied that he was 


forced to admit that in one room the 
8*uts had not been adjusted, and in- 
timated that things- happened in UK 
sphml after the committee had visitei 
there, when he told the teachers that 
the failure to have the seats Adjusted 
might cost them the appropriation. He 
also prophecied that 
in five years 


North Adams would throw out all tho 
ia.adjustable seats in its schools.

'U'.e dis-cussion 
gradually widened 


into a series of questions on the sub- 
ject of the relations of the Mark Hop- 
kins school to ail the other schools m 
the city, which Mr. Whitney said was 
causing- a lot of talk. The question was 
raised as- to what schools had manual 
naming, and it was explained that the 
eighth and 
ninth grades of all the 


schools were instructed in 
manual 


training, while the seventh grale at 
Mark Hopkins also had it. 


Mr, Dennett said that a man who 


lives^n the atmosphere of the schools 
sometimes- grows more sensitive than 
others to the conditions under which 
he worked, anu that while we might 
got a little sentimental, it was pretty 
safe to follow the finance committee. 


Mr. Whitney said he believed in get- 


ting a dollar's worth for a dollar and 
seeing that all the schools were treated 
alike. Give the schools all we can give 
to all, but when it comes to giving one 
more than the others, it is time to 
draw the line. 


Mr. Sykes- then referred to Mr. Mur- 


doi k's appeal that the sca^s be granted 
and the electric light? ] f ; cut, saying 
that to his mind thi ..• -.' 
were the 


most important. 


Mr. Murdock made a closing appeal 


by recalling the agreement with the 
state- that a training scho'ol should be 
maimained with suitable and sufficient 
equipment, and saying that it was un- 
derstood four years agb that these 
seats were not suitable. 


Mr. Barnard at this point took the 


part 'of Mr. Murdock and mo-ved that 
the $1000 be put back in the Item. 
There was a lively debate on parliamen 
tary points, and when the vote was 
taken, it stoid 11 to 6 in favor oU cut- 
ting the appropriation down to $500. 


Finliklnc tile Finance 


By this time the vocabulary of the 


councilmen was pretty well used up, 
and there was no more debate on the 
various items that followed. On the 
board of health appropriation of $6225 
the addition 'over last year waff ex- 
plained by the fact that a new law 
compelled the board to have an Inspec- 
tor of meat and provisions, but all the 
other items went through without even 
a question. 


The committee of the whole then 


rose, and the council resumed its ses- 
sion. The appropriations as recom- 
mended by the c'ommittee were passed 
to a second reading. 


An order was passed for raising 


$r86,700 less anticipated receipts by tax- 
ation. This figure is the amount Gf the 
appropriations less the $30,533.33, which 
is to be refunded.

committee. 


A nbtice of claim for damages was 


presented from Grace E. Costlow, who 
claims that she slipped and fell on a 
defective sidewalk on Hall street Feb- 
ruary 15, breaking her wrist. This was 
referred to the committee on claims. 
Additional information as to the cause 
of the accident was presented with the 
claim, at the request of the city solici- 
tor. 


The claims for damages as a result 


of the Blackinton driving accident were 
presented and referred. 


An order for municipal street sprink- 


ling w£s introduced and referred to the 
committee on streets. 


The committee on salaries recom- 


mended that the pay of the sealer ofl 
weights and measures be made $350 a 
year, and that he turn over to the city 
all fees collected. This was voted. Tha 
change from fees to salary is made ne- 
cessary by the new milk bottle law. 


The committee on' claims reported 


against allowing damagesto James Ire- 
land, as he fell on the walk purely as 
the result of snow and ice, for which 
the city is not responsible. 
He was 


eriven leave to withdraw. 


The committee on fire department 


repotted against allowing the members 
u£ the FUl^r Uoso ..omptuiy a palary c£ 
$50 a year flor each man. This was be- 
cause it would necessitate a revision of 
the ordinances which would be con- 
trary to the charter, and would neces- 
sitate an entire reorganization of the 
fire de- artment on an expensive basis.
